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A BRIEF  ACCOUNT 

OF 

THE  FREEMASONS ’ CHARITT 

FOR  FEMALE  CHILDREN. 


TT  his  Charity  was  instituted  by  the  Chevalier  Ruspini, 
on  the  25th  of  March,  1788,  for  maintaining,  clothing,  and 
educating,  the  female  children  and  orphans  of  indigent  breth- 
ren, belonging  to  the  ancient  and  honourable  Society  of 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons.  The  great  encouragement  it  has 
received  from  the  fraternity  at  large,  together  with  the  liberal 
contributions  and  patronage  of  several  of  the  Royal  Family, 
the  Nobility,  Ladies,  Gentry,  and  other  benevolent  persons, 
have  enabled  the  Governors  to  increase  the  number  of  chil- 
dren, at  different  periods,  since  its  establishment,  from  fif- 
teen to  fifty,  and  which  number  continue  to  be  augmented 
as  far  as  the  fund  of  the  Charity  will  be  competent  to  support 
them. 

The  Governors,  anxious  to  extend  the  benefits  of  this  In- 
stitution, have  therefore  taken  a piece  of  ground  in  St. 
George’s  Fields,  belonging  to  the  Corporation  of  London, 
whereon  a School-house  has  been  recently  erected,  at  upwards 
°f  £ .3000  expence,  which  is  sufficiently  capacious  to  contain 
one  hundred  children.  The  humane  and  benevolent 
are,  therefore,  most  earnestly  solicited  to  contribute  towards 
the  support  of  this  useful  undertaking,  whose  object  is  to 
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train  up  Children  in  the  knowledge  of  virtue  and  religion,  in 
early  detestation  of  vice  and  its  unhappy  consequences,  in 
Industry,  as  necessary  to  their  condition;  and  to  impress 
strongly  on  their  minds,  a due  sense  of  subordination,  true 
humility,  and  obedience  to  their  Superiors. 

Children  are  admitted  into  the  School  from  the  age  of  five 
to  nine  years,  without  any  restriction  to  their  parochial  set- 
tlement, whether  in  town  or  country,  and  continue  therein 
until  they  attain  the  age  of  fifteen  years  ; during  which  time, 
they  are  carefully  instructed  in  every  domestic  employment, 
and  when  they  quit  the  School,  are  bound  out  as  apprentices, 
for  Jour  years,  either  to  trades,  or  as  domestic  servants,  which 
may  be  found  most  suitable  to  their  respective  capacities,  and 
have  a supply  of  clothing  given  them,  to  the  value  of  £ .4.  4J. 
And,  as  an  encouragement  for  serving  their  apprenticeship 
faithfully,  a premium  of  £ .5.  5s.  is  given  them,  on  producing 
their  master  or  mistress’s  testimonial  of  their  good  behaviour. 

No  child  who  has  not  had  the  small-pox,  or  has  any  defect 
in  her  sight  or  limbs,  or  who  is  weak,  sickly  or  afflicted  with 
any  disorder  or  infirmity  whatever,  can  be  admitted  into  this 
School.  And  every  child,  applying  for  admission,  must  pro- 
duce a certificate  from  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the  lodge 
in  which  her  father  was  made  a Mason,  that  he  had  been  at 
least  three  years  a member  of  the  fraternity,  previous  to  such 
application  ; — the  Grand  Secretary’s  certificate,  that  he  has  been 
duly  registered  in  the  Grand  Lodge  books  ; — a certificate  of  the 
marriage  of  her  parents ; — a register  of  her  age  from  the  parish 
where  she  was  born  ; — and  a certificate  from  two  of  the  medi- 
cal Governors,  of  the  state  of  her  health. 

A Quarterly  General  Co  u rt  of  the  Governors  is 
held  at  the  School,  on  the  second  Thursdays  in  the  months  of 
January,  April,  July,  and  October,  at  Twelve  o’clock  at 
noon,  to  receive  the  reports  of  the  General  Committee,  order 
all  payments,  elect  children  in  the  School,  and  transact  all 
business  relative  to  the  charity. 

A General  Committee,  consisting  of  perpetual  and 
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life  Governors,  and  thirty  annual  Governors,  meet  at  the 
place  abovementioned,  on  the  last  Thursday  in  every  month, 
at  twelve  o’clock  at  noon,  to  receive  the  reports  of  the 
Sub-committees,  and  give  such  directions  thereon  as  they 
shall  judge  proper,  subject  to  the  confirmation  or  rejection  of 
the  suceeding  Quarterly  Court. 

A House  Committee,  consisting  of  twelve  Members 
of  the  General  Committee,  meet  on  the  Thursday  preceding 
each  meeting  of  that  Committee  (or  oftener,  if  any  matter  re- 
quires their  attendance)  to  whom  the  internal  management  of 
the  School  is  specially  delegated ; for  which  purpose  they  visit 
the  School  in  weekly  rotation,  to  examine  the  provision  and 
stores  sent  in  for  the  use  of  the  charity,  and  see  that  the  several 
regulations  for  conducting  the  School  are  strictly  complied 
with,  and  report  their  proceedings  to  the  General  Committee. 

A Committee  o f Aud  it  o rs,  consisting  also  of  twelve 
Members  of  the  General  Committee,  meet  previous  to  every 
Quarterly  Court,  to  examine  the  vouchers  and  accounts  of  the 
Treasurers  and  Collector,  see  that  the  same  are  properly  en- 
tered by  the  Secretary,  and  prevent  any  payments  being  made, 
but  such  as  have  been  previously  examined  and  approved  of 
by  the  House  and  General  Committees. 

And,  as  it  is  presumed,  that  many  of  the  nobility  and  gentry, 
who  are  of  the  Society  of  the  Freemasons,  and  others  of  hu- 
mane and  benevolent  dispositions,  will,  now  they  are  fully 
informed  of  the  nature  and  design  of  this  Institution,  become 
Subscribers  or  Benefactors  thereto  ; for  which  purpose,  it  has 
been  thought  proper  by  the  Committee  to  publish  the  prece- 
ding Abstract  of  the  general  principles  upon  which  this 
charity  is  conducted,  and  likewise  to  subjoin  the  qualifica- 
tion and  privileges  of  a Governor  thereto : viz. 

I.  Every  person  subscribing  One  Guinea  annually,  shall 
be  deemed  a Governor  or  Governess  during  the  time  they 
shall  severally  continue  such  Subscription. 

II.  Every  Subscriber  of  Ten  Guineas  or  upwards,  shall 
be  deemed  a Governor  or  Governess  for  life  ; and  such 
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Governor  shall  be  a Member  of  the  General  Committee, 
and  be  entitled  to  vote  by  proxy. 

III.  Any  Subscriber  of  One  Guinea,  who  shall  pay  a 
further  sum  of  Nine  Guineas  within  twelve  months  after 
the  first  payment,  shall  be  deemed  a Governor  for  life. 

IV.  The  Master  for  the  time  being  of  any  lodge  sub- 
scribing One  Guinea  annually,  shall  be  deemed  a Governor 
during  that  time. 

V.  The  Master  for  the  time  being  of  any  lodge  sub- 
scribing Ten  Guineas,  shall  be  a Member  of  the  Committee 
for  fifteen  years  ; and  on  such  lodge  paying  the  further 
sum  of  Ten  Guineas,  within  the  space  of  Ten  years,  such 
Master  for  the  time  being  shall  be  a Governor,  and  Mem- 
ber of  the  Committee,  so  long  as  such  lodge  exists. 

VI.  The  Master  for  the  time  being  of  any  lodge  sub- 
scribing Twenty  Guineas,  shall  be  a perpetual  Governor, 
so  long  as  such  lodge  exists. 

VII.  Any  Subscriber  who  has  already  made  a benefaction 
of  Ten  Guineas,  or  the  Master  of  any  lodge  who  has  con- 
tributed Twenty  Guineas,  and  shall  chuse  to  repeat  such 
donation,  will,  in  consequence  thereof,  be  entitled  to  the 
privilege  of  a second  vote  on  all  questions  relative  to  the 
Charity. 

VIII.  The  Executor  of  any  person  paying  a legacy  of 
One  Hundred  Pounds,  for  the  use  of  this  charity,  shall 
be  deemed  a Governor  for  life  ; and  in  case  a legacy  of 
Two  Hundred  Pounds,  or  upwards,  be  paid  for  the  use  of 
this  charity,  then,  that  all  the  Executors,  proving  the  will, 
shall  be  deemed  Governors  for  life. 

IX.  Any  Governor  being  in  trade,  and  supplving  this 
Institution,  shall  not  vote  on  any  question  relative  thereto  ; 
nor  can  such  Governor  be  a member  of  any  Committee 
whatever,  during  the  time  he  serves  the  charity. 

X.  Every  Governor  has  a right  to  vote  at  all  Quarterly 
and  Special  Courts;  and  all  Ladies,  Noblemen,  Members 
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of  Parliament,  Governors  for  life,  Masters  of  Country 
lodges,  and  Governors,  not  residing  within  the  hills  of 
mortality,  have  a right  to  vote  by  proxy,  at  all  ballots 
and  elections  ; but  no  person,  being  an  annual  Governor, 
can  be  permitted  to  vote  at  any  election,  until  his  subscrip- 
tion for  the  current  year,  which  commences  at  Lady-day, 
(and  arrears,  if  any)  are  paid  to  the  Treasurer. 


RULES  RESPECTING  ELECTIONS. 

That  all  elections  do  take  place  between  the  hours  of 
Twelve  and  Three  o’clock. 

The  Master  of  any  subscribing  lodge  in  town  shall  not 
be  permitted  to  vote  at  any  election  unless  his  name  has 
been  previously  transmitted  to  the  Secretary. 

That  all  ballots  shall  be  given  in  singly,  and  whatever 
number  of  votes  any  Governor  is  entitled  to  give,  either 
in  his  own  right  or  by  proxy,  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
Chairman  at  one  time. 

That  in  elections  for  children,  where  there  may  be 
more  than  one  candidate,  any  Governor  voting  by  proxy, 
and  who  has  given  a single  vote,  shall  not  be  admitted 
to  vote  a second  time  at  such  election.
